Rer. Roy G. Hershey, pastor of the 
Peachtree Road Presbyterian church, 
who was located in Birmingham June 
1 after a disappearance of weeks from 
his church here, has resigned his 
charge in Atlanta. The pastor's resig- 
nation, giving ill health as his reason, 
was received Wednesday night by his 
congregation, it was learned from a 
member of the church and confirmed 
Thursday night in Birmtagham by 
Rev. Hershey himself. 

G. F. Nicolassen, prominent mem- 
her of the congregation, Thursday 
night when asked if Hershey had 
resigned, refused to deny or confirm 
that a letter mailed by Hershey from 
Birmingham Wednesday had been re- 
ceived. “The whole matter is in the 
confideatial sands of the session of 
the church, the governing body,” Mr. 
Nicolassen said, “and I have nothing 
to say in regard to it.” 

Hershey will remain in Birming- 
ham, where his home is, with Mrs. 
Hershey and their son, who is in 
school there. Physicians attending the 
pastor have urged him to take a rest 
cure. 

Police and detectives of Georgia, 
Alabama, Missouri and Kansas fol- 
lowed a trail left by Hershey after he 
left Atlanta May 9%, presumably for 
his home in Birmingham. He finally 
was located at Independence, Mo., by

the Masonic blue lodge, chapter and 
council. He also was a past eminent 
commander of the Griffin commandery,. 
Knights Templar. 

Judge Patterson was born on a farm 
in Spaulding county, Georgia, October 
8, 1868. He first attended the public 
school at Sunny Side, Ga., later at- 
tending Harperville college, Mississip- 
pi. He taught at one time at Bow- 
doin college, Georgia. 

After leaving school he took up 
teaching and this occupied him during 
1890 and 1801, when he passed the 


bar examinations. He was admitted 
to practice in 1802 and elected to hang 
out his shingle in Griffin, Ga., which 
became his home. 

Judge Patterson served as solicitor 
of the city court of Griffin in 1905 
and 1906. He was presiding judge of 
the city court of that city in 1908. 
From 1916 to 1919 he served as chair- 
man of the state prison board.

BIRTHDAY MESSAGE TO STATE 3 


Greetings at Age of 92 


A Georgian for 92 years today, 
graciously receiving the greatest hon- 
ors this commonwealth can bestow, 
[-ebecea Latimer Felton, the only 
woman in the nation ever to represent 
ber state in the United States senate, 
sends her birthday greetings to the 
people 6f Georgia through The Con- 
stitution. 

In 1835 a newborn babe first saw 
the light of a Georgia day. Ever 
alert to the amazing wonders during 
even the earliest years of her life, 
this little one grew into girlhood, in 
an era which was to account for the 
telegraph, telephone, ocean cable and 
phonograph. ‘ 

Rebecca Latimer Felton remembers 
the thrills of those times. The re- 
moval of the Cherokees to Indian Ter- 
ritory, the first railroad excursion 
from Marthasville to Marietta, four 
wars in which Georgia’s sons marched 
—_ and through it all she has‘ ex- 
pressed by her life the thought that 
“God moves in a mysterious way, His 
wonders to perform.” 

In her birthday greetings to Geor- 
gia’s people throush The Constitution, 
Mrs. Felton closes with a statement 
of principles for citizens and public 
vfticials that the state may maintain 
its greatness as the Empire State of 
the South. 

Mrs., Felton’s Greetings. 

Mrs. Feiton's greeting follows: 

When I was born Y2 years ago, 

The Cherokee Indians were here. 

They were forcibly removed by 

the United States government in 

1838, when I was only three years 

old. The order was issued to as- 

semble the Cherokees at Ross’ 

Landing (Chattanooga) and to 

start from that place on June 10, 

1838, to Indian Territory.

Sheboygan, Wis... June 9.—())— 
The Rev. William Wambsganss, pas- 
tor of the German Lutheran church, 
and Frank Doering, Sr., were killed 
here today, according to police, by 
Walter Doering, 27, the latter's son. 
who then ended his own life. An in- 
vestigation has so far failed to estab- 
lish a motive.

“The resolution to con- 
solidate DeKalb and Fulton counties 
was passed upon favorably by a vote 
of 19 to 3.” 

There was little discussion in the 
jury room of the proposal, it was said, 
and the vofe revealing the attitude of 
the jurymen. 

It was ‘pointed out that the peo- 
yosal several. years ago ‘to take 
part of DeKalb into Futton only met 
strenuous opposition in DeKalb county 
because it would have meant the loss 
of the western section of the county, 
the Druid Hills area, which would 
have taken the “cream” tax paying 
section. 

While the jury’s action came as a 
complete surprise to Decatur and De- 
Kalb citizens generally, advocates of 
the merger related how interwoven the 
two counties are at present, practical- 
ly all of the Druid Hills section, 
which is in DeKalb county, being in- 
cluded in the corporate limits of At- 
lanta, which causes more or less .con- 
fusion to those citizens thus affected 
on account of the dual citizensbip. 

“Many people find that they are 
citizens of Atlanta, but are not citi- 
zens of Fulton county if they live east 
of Moreland avenue, which creates an 
anomalous situation and divided inter- 


est.” was the way one merger advo-| 
‘cate expressed it here today. |

MRS. FELTON’S 92ND BIRTHDAY. 

This day is a roseate one in the 
life of an elect Georgia woman and 
is marked by the congratulations to 
her of all her reverencing fellow- 
citizens. Today Mrs. Rebecca Lati- 
mer Felton, of Cartersville, salutes 
by the grace of God the ninety- 
second milestone of a life crowded 
with wonderful incidents and dis- 
tinguished by notable contributions 
to the history of her times. 

In another column in a birthday 
greeting to the people of Georgia, 
through The Constitution, she re- 
cites some of. the high notes of her 
experiences and memories. They 
show her a participant in the salient 
exploits, inventions and advance- 
ments of three generations. With 
recollections that are yet vivid, with 
interest in human affairs yet vital, 
and with a vision of things. that 
“ought to be” that is seer-like, Mrs. 
Felton sits apart as one whom Geor- 
gians are proud to own and honor. 

For the most part of her mature 
life she was the alert, accomplished 
and aggressive helpmeet of one of 
Georgia’s militant figures in morals 
and statesmanship. With her dis- 
tinguished husband, the late Dr. 
Wm. H. Felton, she fought good 
fights for the faiths they mutually 
championed and together they com- 
manded the respect and deference 
of men and women high in state and 
nation. 

Mrs. Felton has been an inde- 
pendent and forceful thinker on do- 
mestic, social and political matters. 
She was chosen to be the first 
woman in the republic to take the 
oath as a senator of the United 
States and sit awhile in ‘“‘the seats 
of the mighty.” She has loved 
Gergia with all her soul and might. 
She has particularly championed 
childhood and in that behalf labored 
for the enfranchisement of their 
mothers. Her devotion to the equal 
rights of women in America was of 
the sort that compelled and justified 
the nineteenth amendment of our 
national constitution.

Silesian 
Referendum. 


Silesia, formerly in east Prussia, 
now Polish territory, threatens to be- 
come the German Alsace-Lorraine, 


over which trouble may break out in 
course of time Ia those districts on 
the border line between Germany and 
Poland there is a general air of un- 
easiness. Neither Poles nor wermans 
believe that the frontiers will remaia 
definitely as they are at the present 
time. A Polish colonel whose garrison 
is at Kalisz, near the border, told this 
writer something of the methods that 
were employed. at the plebiscite that 
resultec in the ceding cf upper Silesia 
to Poland. “Every officer and man 
in my regiment went absent without 
leave and donned civilian clothes. We 
hung around the voting booths in the 
small towns and saw to it that not 
too many Germans cast their votes. 
Of course the government would have 
disowned and punished us if the 
League of Natioas had protested. But 
the league did not protest and, more- 
over, the Germans tried the same 
stunt as we, but did not succeed as 
well,” he said.

“The Germans are mobilizing again, 
but this time it is their brains that 
they organize,” so writes Maurice 


Verne ian Comoedia, the Paris daily. 
The Swastika is the emblem of the 
new era, he says. It stands for a pro- 
found secret society, composed of junk- 
ere, scientists and big business. “Their 
aim,” so says M. Verne, “is to smash 
the German republic first. Then cap- 
ture the heritage of Peter the Great.” 
This will meaa that they have the 
world’s greatest market to supply.

The _  con- 
flict between their 
ideals and ambi- 
tions is actually 
more obvious today 
than ever before in 
our history. This is 
much to be regret- 
ted; but it is an 
inescapable fact. 
The “irrepres- 


sible conflict” is American in origin,

The incitements of it .were impor- 
ed to us by those men stealing Dutch- 
mer. who, in 1620, sailed their ill- 
named vessel, “The Jesus,” into the 
James river and sold twenty African 
captives to the English colonists to be 
their slaves.

The Facts Remain Adamant. 
Here in America, whether anywhere 
els2 on earth, the white man knows 
he is a white man and is determined 


to be the boss-man; the negro knows 
he ‘s a negro, wishes that he were 
not, and wants to be the boss-man. 
And there is our rac® conflict! 

Those plain facts remain adamant 
in our racial psychologies. ‘They re- 
fuse to retreat or surrender. They 
‘will persist and contest as long as the 
two races preserve their identities. 

The powerful influences of instinct, 
tradition, custom, the uncontrollable 
laws of affinity and antipathy will 
carry those facts on to the end of 
time, for the complete segregation of 
the one race from the other js now 
impossible. 

The latest and freshest proof of 
the inter-racial impasse is given in 
an article in “The Forum” magazine 
for the current month of June. The 
paper is entitled, “The Pathology of 
Race Prejudice” and its author is de- 
scribed by the magazine editor as fol- 
lows: 

“Among the most brilliant of Ameri- 
can negro authors, who are coming 
more and more into the public's ken, 
is Edward Franklin Frazier. Though 
oniy thirty-three, he has led a varied 
and trayeled existence. Born in Bal- 
timore, he held scholarships in two 
southern universities. Then to the 
north, where he won a fellowship at 
the New York School of Social Work. 
Another fellowship from the Ameri- 
can Scandinavian foundation enabled 
him to study social problems in n- 
mark, where he attracted a good deal 
of notice and admiration. During the 
paz: five years, as director of the At- 
lanta School of Social Work he has 
succeeded in building up a highly suc- 
cessful organization. His latest claim 
to fame is that he recently won the 
National Essay Prize offered by Op- 
portunity.”

equality, omitting only specific per- 
sonal equations, are actually insane. 
All our anti-African reactions and re- 
pulsions are ebullitions of a color 
crazy streak. 

And yet before God and mankind 
he would arraign us as criminally re- 
sponsible for feelings and actions of 
which Freud and fundamental law 
would perfectly acquit us. 

He says that while we “southern 
white people write and talk about 
the majesty of law, the sacredness of 
human rights, and the advantages of 
democracy” we nevertheless “in- 
dulge in the most revolting forms of 
cruelty towards black people.” The 
indictment is inclusive and, to his 
mind, conclusite. We stand guilty 
en masse of a system of ideas respect- 
ing the negro that “has the same in- 
tense emotional tone that character- 
izes insane complexes.” His proofs 
are that we “defend mob violence, 
disfranchisement and Jim Crow treat- 


ment of the negro.”

Some Curious Citations. 
As examples of our insane reactions 
this negro pathologist affirms that 
“a white woman who addresses a 


colored man as ‘mister’ is imme 
diately asked whether she would want 
a negro to marry her sister?” He 
parades as typical “a member of a 
school board who jumps up and paces 
the floor, cursing and accusing ne- 
groes, the instant the question of ap- 
propriating money for negro schools 
is raised”—but he makes no mention 
of the thousands of southern white 
school board members who annually 
appropriate millions of dollars for ne- 
gro schools! 


He tells the world that a white 
woman who had mistaken a_ light 
mulatto for a white person, on learn- 
ing her mistake “chopped up the chair 
in which he had sat and, after pour- 
ing gasoline over the pieces, made a 
bonfire of them.” 

He presents on review “negroes who 
are murdered if they believe in social 
equality, or are maimed for asking 
for an ice cream soda, and of white 
people who are threatened with sim- 
ilar violence for not subscribing to the 
southerner’s delusians.” 

Much more of the same sort and 
most of it “the latest news” to the 
man who is writing these lines, who 
was born here in the south on prem- 
ises swarming with negro slaves, 
who grew up in daily contact with 
them, saw them emancipated, has 
lived here in Atlanta for more than 
66 years, been a newspaper writer 
for over 50 years, a court reporter 
over 10 years, and whose only preju- 
dice against the negro is that I pre- 
fer not to eat and sleep with him.

A Revolting Argument. 
The pretentious “pathology” of this 
article under review is unimportant, 
because as circumstantial as it is un- 
scientific. But there is one argument 
in it that is revolting for its sugges- 
tions. It is, in effect, that frequent 
accusations of southern white women 
that they have been sexually assailed 
by negroes is “a projection” of an in- 
ward desire on their part for such con- 
tact, but which they know ‘must be 
rigidly inhibited. Ina other words, the 
white woman desires the negro and 
that desire is thought-transferred to 
the negro and he acts upon it in spite 
of all inhibitions. But that does not 
account for the unknown negro en- 
tering a habitation strange to him and 
assaulting a woman whom he never 
saw before and to whom he is the 
veriest stranger. “ 
This suggestion that the primarily 
guilty party in cases of sexual outrage 
by negroes upon white women is the 
white woman herself through the in- 
tangible incitement of her own de- 
sire, is the vilest that this writer has 
ever encountered in a lifetime. The 
author of it is evidently more insnne 
by reason of his anti-white complex 
than anyY southerner obsessed by hig 
anti-negro repulsions. 
It is unfortunate that publications 
so generally sane and just as is the

One. of the first patients I had as 
a callow practitioner was a drink be- 
sotted country bumpkin with a Colle’s 
fracture. I gave the man the best of 
treatment and we obtained a perfect 
result, but when it came time for the 
fellow to pay he suddenly found fault 
with the arm. He said it was thick- 
er at the wrist than it had been before 
it was broken. This was true enough, 
for old nature generally lays down a 
superfluity of callus while she is about 
it, But functionally, the man had to 
admit, he had a mighty good arm and 
I pressed for settlement.

I granted the patient what- 
ever consolation he found in that 
thought, but he paid my fee, all right. 

Another hard egg to crack was the 
husband of a patient who had keloid. 
Keloid is a kind of vvergrown, heaped 
up tumorlike formation in sears. The 
scars in this instance had been pro- 
duced by blistering the skin with some 
mustard concoction. I cut out the 
scars and keloid growths. While the 
wound stitches were still in place the 
woman disobeyed my orders for rest 
and quiet by going out and running a 
race! Of course, with the first hard 
muscular effort she pulled the stiches 
loose and opened up the fresh wounds, 
Inevitably the keloid recurred. The 
husband thereupon had a bright idea— 
he would save the doctor’s fee. He 
not only rejected my modest bill but 
he opined that my work was more 
like a blacksmith’s work than a sur- 
geon's. Good blacksmiths were get- 
ting scarce, even in those days, so I 
invited friend husband into court to es- 
tablish my status. He came; he saw; 
he asked an adjournment of a few 
weeks so that he could bring* expert 
witnesses to testify that I was a black- 
smith. But most of it was the bunk, 
for before the adjournment day rolled 
around friend husband paid my claim, 
court costs, etc., and I had to give up 
the idea of establishing myself in a 
calling which must give a man a_ lot 
of satisfaction—hitting the iron while 
it is hot, and hitting it hard, and let- 
ting the sparks fly where they may. 

In both these cases, as I can see it 
now, the sure cure complex was a fac- 
tor. Of course, in both instances there 
was the ordinary wish to evade pay- 
ment of the doetor bill, but that alone 
hardly explains the mental processes 
involved. The man with the broken 
arm cherished a notion that a doctor 
ought to do a repair job which would 
look as good as the original job of the 
Creator. The husband of the woman 
with keloids cherished a notion that by 
his magic the doctor should be able 
to “heal” a wound even without the 
aid of nature or in spite of the most 
preposterous negligence or disobedi- 
ence on the part of the patient. 

Many readers have inquired about 
the toxin-antitoxin immunization treat- 
ment against diphtheria, and frequent- 
ly the sure cure complex crops up in 
these ifquiries. Parents are hesitat- 
ing about conferring this great pro- 
tection on their young children be- 
cause they have “Ben Told” it doesn’t 
last long. It is true it doesn’t insure 
lifelong immunity, but it is ample to 
protect the child against the danger 
in the years of childhood when the 


danger of diphtheria is greatest.

Vicksburg Dreamer Proves — 


Visionary Finds Way To Send Rations To Castaways 


Hero To Hungry Refugees

A few farsighted men deal with the 
future, anticipate the rise of cotton, 
the fall of empires and get rich in the 
stock market. Others seem to have 
no eye for finance and fail to visualize 
a paying job, even if they wear leather 
specs. 

Dreamers are supposed to be no 
good. The world jibed at Homer, at 
Gallileo and Columbus, then built 
monuments to their memories, 

A certain man I’m thinking about 
lives in Vicksburg, visionary by pref- 
erence, trading in logs to pay his 
board and keep. Maps are his hobby. 
He dotes on geography, wallows in 
topography for a pastime. He can 
shut both his studious blue eyes and 
follow every cowpath in Central Asia, 
although he has lived no farther east 
than Baltimore. 


A cartographic mind he had, 
Which pondered day by day; 

Always took a map along 
Whene’er he went to pray. 


Here’s the point: W. A. Morgan 
knows northern Louisiana. In his 
practical capacity as a log-buyer he 
has tramped every foot of it, is fa- 
miliar with its water courses, ridges 
and depressions. Besides, many _of 
his frineds live there. Which explains 
what happened. 

Our first levees broke on the Ar- 
kansas river before that stream enters 
the Mississippi. The crevasses oc 
curred perhaps a hundred miles north 
of the V. S. & P. railroad, which ruus 
due west from Vicksburg across 
Louisiana. Naturally this Arkansas 
disaster sent Morgan to his maps. 

Foresaw Course. 


Being a visionary, Morgan foresaw 
that the flood waters must split at 
Eucora, Ark. when the overflow 
struck Mason’s Ridge. And, right 
here, let no highlander imagine an 
Alleghany or Rocky mountain ridge, 
but an almost imperceptible elevation, 
not above 12 feet high. Sufficient, 
however, to divide the waters into 
Tensas basin on the east and Roeuf 
river basin on the west of Delhi. 
Delhi, La., a V. 8. & P. railroad sta- 
tion: neat the southern end of the 
ridge. From the course that the in- 
undation must inevitably take, it 
would require possibly a week or ten 
days to cut this railroad on both sides 
of Delhi. 

Neighboring farmers regard “the 
ridge” as their Rock of Ages, an ever- 
present help in times of flood. When 
water rises they flock there in droves, 
along with snakes and bear and deer. 
Beasts can pick up ations, but civil- 
ized men cannot live without cooks 
and canned goods. After they should 
have lost the railroad, their sole 
means of communication, it would be- 
come impossible for these refugees to 
get food except »y airplane. 

Right and left of them the south- 
bound waters would flow, seeking 
natural depressions, filling everything, 
then pouring over the next ridge to 
fill the next low spot.. This would 
create eross-currents so powerful that 
only the staunchest craft could navi- 
gate them.

One great upstanding fact that 
rears itself like a lighthouse, high 
above this flood, is the way that men 
went ahead and did things. Within 
three hours a consignment of 200,000 
pounds was rushed across the raging 
Mississippi to Delhi, thence along the 
newly constructed railroad and stored 
at Eudora. Which would pacify 
their stomachs for a while. 

Next Morgan tackled the Delhi puz- 
zle. at same afternoon one-half 
million pounds o. food began loading 
in eleven box cars. Two hundred and 
fifty volunteer workers, merchants. 
bankers, lawyers and loafers, toiled all 
night. But they g¢°t it done. 

“Hurry! Hurry! Hurry!” came 
the cry. “Give her hell, boys. An- 
other damn levyee’s broke at Cabin 
Teele !” 

A new break had occurred only 7 
miles north of the vital railroad, an 
avalanche of water pouring through 
it. “Hurry! Hurry! Hurry!’ now 
it was merely a matter of hours before 
traffic must stop on the V. 8S. & P. 

This new deluge, fresh from the in- 
finite reservoir of Father Mississippi, 
hurled a resistless force against the 
tracks. At Delta Point, opposite 
Vicksburg, the railroad yards immedi- 
atelyf became conge:ted with people 
who fled the lower lands, with live 
stock driven before the flood, seething 
with all the excitement and turmoil of 
an overflow.
